STRONG PLEA IS MADE FOR WA- 
. TERWAY DEVELOPMENT. 
State's’ Welfare Depends Largely 
on Transportation Facilities—Capi- 
tal and Labor Warned—Tax Re- 
form, Food Legislation and Better 
Imsurance Needed.

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 9.—in his 
augural address Gov. Gillett said: 

Gentlemen of the Legislature of the 
State of California: I have been much 
impressed by the ceremonies just 
closed. Through them, and in ‘a most 
solemn and impressive manner, it has 
been announced that I have been cho- 
sen by the people of this great State 
to preside over its destinies for four 
years, to guard its interests, to con- 
scientiously and to the best of my abil- 
ity, administer upon its affairs and to 
execute its laws. 

With the great honor which the high 
office of Governor brings, there also 
comes grave responsibilities, and ap- 
pre *ting this, I enter upon the dis- 
charge of my duties with a full real- 
ization of the difficulties which will 
confront me in passing upon the tm- 
portant questions which will arise, af- 
fecting the interests of our people. In 
meeting them, I.trust I shall not falter 
in my duty, and that I may have the 
wisdom to decide them on the side of 
right. 

We are pleased to notice that our 
State is steadily growing in wealth, 
population and importance. For a 
number of years we have enjoyed a 
wonderful prosperity, which still re- 
mains with us, and our future seems 
exceedingly bright and hopeful. And 
why should it not be so, with our won- 
derful resources and great advantages? 
Our broad and fertile valleys; our 
mountains, rich In mineral wealth; our 
magnificent forests; our unsurpassed 
opportunities for manufacturing and 
commerce, and our salubrtous climate. 
are attracting today the attention of 
the world, and many are seeking our 
shores for homeg and to engage tn busi- 
ness. 

TRANSCONTINENTAL LIND. 

Because of our rapid increase in pop- 
ulation and the possibilities of a won-. 

derful development in the products of 
our soil, mines and forests, transcon- 
tinental railways are bullding, or con- 
templating building. to our coast and 
connecting us by rail with the populous 
States of the Mississippi Valley and the 
Atlantic Coast. 

The completion of these roads will 
prove a great advantage to our State; 


|jthey will add to our wealth and im- 


portance: they will cheapen both 
freight and passenger rates to the large 
markets of the East: they will develop 
our valleys and our coast;.they will 
bring to us a large population, and we 
should offer them every encouragement, 
so as to hasten their completion, and 
put no unreasonable obstacles itn their 
way. Railroads form a most tmpor- 
tant part in the commercial and busi- 
ness life of a State. They operate un- 
der franchises granted by !ts sovereign 
power, and’ do business as do public 
serv: nts. They ought not to make ex- 
cessive charres or grant rebates to fa- 
vored shippers or discriminate against 
~ersons or places, and for doting so the 


‘State has the right to complain. They 


also ought to be treated fairly and not 
as a commoén enemy. and should be 
protected_in all their rights, and every 
just encouragement offered to Induce 
them to.extend their lines, and to tm- 
prove and Increase their service. 
RIVER TRANSPORTATION. 
Since the prosperity of our State de- 
pends so largely upon the facilities we 
have for quick, cheap and convenient 
transportation, it is very important 
that every effort should be put forth 
to keep our navigable streams open 
and free to navigation, and to im- 
prove them to the best possible advan- 
tage. This work primarily belongs to 
the general government, but much can 
be done by our State, and should be 
done. We should urge upon our Rep- 
resentatives. in Congressand upon our 
Senators to press before the River | 
and Harbor committees of the House | 
and Senate the importance of improv- 
ing the Sacramento and San Joaquin 
rivers, In accordance with some plan 
to be adopted by competent engineers, 
and whenever it is possible for the 


State to render aid, it should do so.

its, and prevented from intrenching 
upon the rights of others, can accom- 
plish great good, and are to be en- 
couraged. But neither should be per- 
mitted to do those acts which are 
detrimental to the general welfare of 
all, and both should respect the right} 
of every citizen to invest his money in 
any enterprise, or sell his labor in the 
field or factory. The right to labor, 
to accumulate property and conduct a 
buviness are most sacred rights, vouch. 
gafed to all by our constitution, and 
no man or corporation in the enjoy- 
ment of any of these rights should be 
unlawfully or wrongfully interfered 
with by etther organized capital or or- 
ganized labor. These rights of the 
citizen should at all times be jealously 
guarded by our laws and those in- 
vading them punished, and no law 
should be enacted which would give 
to organized capital or organized labor 
any rights superior to or infringing 
upon the rights enjoyed by all the peo- 
ple in common. 
PURE FOOD BILL. 

The pure food bill enacted by the last 
session of Congress has made it neces- 
sary that there should be some changes 
in our laws. This bill applies to inter- 
state commerce only, and does not af- 
fect articles of food prepared and 
drugs and medicines compounded in 
the States and intended to be sold anJ 
used therein. The pure food bill was 
very much needed to stop the whole- 
sale adulteration of foods in the United 
States, and to stop the preparation of 
medicines containing drugs that were) 
injurious to the people who purchased 
the same in ignorance of what they 
were buying. The law provides that 
there shall be a printed label on eacn 
bottle or package, showing the ingre- 
dients of the medicine or compound of- 
fered for sale. The State Board of 
Health, tn its nineteenth biennia)] r-- 
port, says: 

“Most of our long list of deaths from 
enteric troubles are the result of.im- 
pure foods, and to stop the deaths the 
cause must be removed.” 

Strong legislation ts required to stop 
the sale of impure food and drugs in 
this State; not only the sale of tha: 
manufactured or prepared here, but 
that which ts shipped in, so that th- 

purchaser may know what he is gei- 
ting. The law enacted should be along 
the lines of the act passed by Con- 
gress, 80 as to be as much in harmony 
with it as possible. It should be made j 


manufacture within this State any ar 


ated or misbranded, or offer the same) 
for sale, or to offer such food or dru¢ 
for sale when shipped into the Stat> 
from any other State or country. 

There are patent medicines and nos. 
trums for sale today in this State that 
are injurious to health and ought not 
to be sold. People who buy them are 
perfectly ignorant of the kind of drugs! 
used in compounding them. The safety 


of the public health requires that the |

The Board of Heaith strongly recom- 
mends that such a law be enacted, and 
this too, after a most careful inveast!- 
gation Into the subject. It ts to be 
hoped that the bill passed by Co 
together with the legislation enacted b: 
the, several States, will.vut an end to 
the evil practices of manufacturing and 
selling impure foods and drugs to the 
people of this nation. 

California, because of its fruit inter- 
ests and Wine industries, should be the 
first to stand for a strong pure food 
law, not alone because of the protec- 
tion it affords to the health of its citl- 
zens, but also because it will prove 
beneficial to us in a commercial sense. 
The branding of cottonseed oll as pure 
California olive oil injures our olive 
industry; the misbranding of our wines 
affects our wine producers and the 
placing of labels upon inferior eastern 
fruit and representing it to be Cali- 
fornia fruit is a gross injustice to those 
engaged in canning and preserving 
California fruits. Such practice’is a 
fraud upon the community and should 
‘be stopped, and every effort should be 
put forth to stop it. The general gov- 
ernment will take active steps to do 
so, and it is eur duty to assist when 
and wherever we can. 

DIRECT PRIMARY LAW. 

The direct primary law is being dis- 
cussed somewhat, and will no doubt 
be taken up and considered by you 
during this session. There is much 
that can be said in favor of a direct 
primary law, and there are many good 
arguments made against it. Of course, 
upon these you are to pass. A few 
weeks ago there appeared in the San 
Francisco Call a very clear and con- 
cise statement of what-was intended 
by this law. It is as follows: “The 
direct primary law contemplates the 
nomination of partisan candidates for 
political office by direct vote of the 
members of political parties voting 
under the same full protection of the 
law that is thrown around genera! 
eleetions, and by employment of the 
Australian ballot. The voter makes 
his own nomination by balilot.in the 
same manner that he votes for the 
—sr of his choice after nomina- 

tion 

It is urged in favor of a direct pri- 
mary law that all political qu 
should be submitted directly to the 
people for their decisign, and that it is 
just as important that the voter should 
say Who the candidate should be as to 
decide which one should be elected. 

The candidate for office receiving the 
majority of votes at a primary election 
has been before the people and they 
have had an opportunity to judge of 
his character, his worth and his quali- 


fications to fill the office he is seeking. 
If he is an unfit and unworthy man, 
that, too, will be known.

STOCKTON, Jan. 9.—The third day 
of the California Federation of Labor 
Convention opened business this morn- 
ing with a partial report from the Law 
and Legislation Committee, recom- 
mending legislation prohibiting child 
lagor. 

A bill now before Congress regulating 
the salaries of the postal clerks and 
granting them an eight-hour day was 
indorsed. 

The re endations of the commit- 
tee for the of a law fixing more 
definitely the liability. of employer and 
employés in the matter of damages for 
injury due to the negligence of either. 
in their relations of master and serv- 
ant, the purpose being to better protect 
the employé, was edopted. 


The bill is virtually a copy of the |. 


Texas law. 

The committee’s recommendation of 
the passage of the bill to prevent coer- 
cion of any one from joining a union 
or bringing about the withdrawal of 
any one from a labor organization by 
coercion was adopted. 

An amendment to Section Nine of the 
State Constitution was approved, 
viding for the printing of all 
text-books by the State Printer, 
free distribution and their use for four 
years without charge. The Dill pro- 
vides for a State Board of Education 
consisting of the Governor, Secretary 
of State, Superintendent of Public In- 
struction, are university presidents 
and the ‘public schoo! superintendents.

Channel street, and also for construct-_ 
ing new piers and docks that may be 
necessary, say: “The money ~will be 
used as follows: The construction of 
4400 feet of sea wall that will approxi- 
mately cost $770,000, and building 
eleven modern cylindrical piers alon¢e 
the new sea wall, having a total ‘length 
of 9600 feet and a width of 120 feet, 
amounting to $1,105,000." This money 
should be immediately and these 
improvements completed as soon as 
poesible. 

When this money is exhausted, if 
we have not sufficient docks and 
wharves to properly accommodate the 
commerce, then I advise that we sub- 
mit again to the people the question 
of voting more money for this purpose, 
by issuing bonds, secured by the re- 
ceipts of the harbor..I am sure that 
the people of this State are willing to 
vote all the money nec to im- 
prove this great habor in the manner 
it should be improved, but they have 
the right to expect that the money 
shal] be prudently expended and the 
best results obtained, and further, that 
the work shall progress rapidly, and 
not drag along from year to year. I 
sincerely trust that during the next 
four years that the Harbor Commis- 
sioners will give to these matters their 
closest attention, and this administra- 
tion will expect them to do so. While 
it is true that the cost of building ma- 
terials and wages have inc » yet 
the improvements to be made are 
necessary, and a rapidly growing and 
pressing commerce demands them; 
therefore, it is not a goog business 
policy to delay the work. With the 
limited wharves now existing, it is 
important that they shpuld be used 
to the best advantage to accommodate 
all. Some care should be taken to 
see that freight is taken away in a 
reasonable time, and where it is not, 
a penalty should attach. Within the 
last few months the merchants and 
shippers of San Francisco have given 
considerable prominence to the condi- 
tions existing along the water front 
of that city, and have made many 
suggestions for their betterment. The 
State will soon be called upon to ex- 
pend a large sum of money in extend- 
ing the sea wall and in constructing 
docks and wharves to accommodate 
the radiply increasing commerce com- 
ing to that port. Before this work 
commences, and while the Legislature 
is in session, I am of the opinion that 
some good would come from an inves- 
tigation into the several] harbors of the 
State and under State control, and I 
would, therefore, recommend that a 
joint committee of the Senate and As- 
sembly be appointed to make inquiries 
Into the prevailing conditions at these 
several harbors, and also to ascertain 
pilot charges arid other expenses at-. 
tached to shipping: the amount of 
pilot fees collected and the rebates, if 
any, given, and to whom; the average 
expense of a vessel engaged in foreign. 
trade in arriving and departing trom 
the port of San Francisco: whether 
any shippers are favored over others: 
whether any of the wharves are being 
used for business other than receiving 
and discharging fréight to the exclu- 
sion of others; what repairs and im- 
provements are necessary, and such 
other matters affecting the public in- 
terests as may suggest themselves to 
the committee, and to make a full re- 
port thereof to the Assembly and Sen- 
ate at its earliest convenience, so that 
proper legislation may be passed if 
found necessary. 

INSURANCE LAWS 


The effect that the recent conflagra- 
tion in San Francisco has had upon 
insurance companies, the efforts! made 
by some to evade the payment of their 
Habilities on technical grounds, and 
the loss, delay and inconvenience suf- 
fered by the insured, has demonstrated 
that there should be some amendments 
made to our instrance laws affording 
a better protection to our citizens ani 
making it more difficult for a foreign 
company to evade its just obligations. 
However, in making such amendments, 
we should act with calm deliberation, 
proceed cautiously, and be only actu- 
ated by a desire to enact such laws 
ae will amply protect the insured in 
his contract, which must be fair and 
just, and afford protection to the com- 
pany as well. Insurance is a legiti- 
mate business and a very important 
one, and should be so considered. In 
legislating, care shoukl be taken not 
to enact *laws containing provisions 
that will be so onerous to the com- 
panies that they will be forced to 
withdraw from the State, or that will 
entail upon our people more expensive 
insurance than they pay today. 

In matters of legislation affecting 
the insurance business, we have not 
progressed as rapidly as some of our 
sister States, notably New York and 
Massachusetts. Both of these States 
have given the question of insurance 
considerable study, and have a very 
good code of insurance laws, which 
have pr ‘en quite successful. 

We may with profit examine the laws 
of these two States, and adopt such °%s 
we may deem proper, or at any rate, 
they can furnish us a safe guide in 
drafting those laws which we may 
consider to be necessary for the prv- 
tection of this State under the cond! 
tions existing here. There should be 
a standard form of policy. providing 
against the loss by fire, explosion, co!- 
lapse or earthquake. Under such a po!l- 
icy there would be‘no doubt as to the 
obligations of the insurer, no doubt as 
to the legal meaning and effect of the 
provisions of the policy, and no oppo-- 
tunity to insert clauses not noticed or 
misunderstood by the insured. Th: 
contract of insurance should be made 
Clear and certain its terms, and 
this is of the most {mportance. 

There should also be enacted a deposit 
law under which companies of foreign 
countries will not be permitted to do 
business in this State untess they have 
on deposit in this or some other State 
a minimum sum, and in addition there- 
to the full reserves required of domes- 
tic companies, as to all policies issue 
upon property situated tn the United 
States where a reserve is required. This 
is the law in many of the States, anc 
had it been the law in this State the 
Transatlantic and other companies, 
which have retired to Germany without 
paying their losses, wou!d not have 
escaped so easily, because their assets 
in this country might have been suf- 
ficient to have covered part of their 
losses, at least. 

All insurance compantes should 
required to furnish to the insured upen 
demand, the necessary blanks to mako 
out his proof of loss, this demand to 
he made upon either the local or gen- 
eral agent representing the company t!n 
this State, and if none, then upon the 
insurance commissioner. The deman1 
should be made within a stated time 
and the proof of loss submitted within 
a fixed period after the blanks have 
been furnished 

MANY PROPOSITIONS, 

You will no doubt have many pro- 
posed changes in the law presented to 
you for your consideration. I know you 
will proceed carefully and thoughtfui- 
ly in what you do, and I trust thai 
when your labors are finished that you 


will present a code-of insurance laws 


equa] to those existing anywhere, and 
which will be conservative, fair and 
just to all concerned. This question is 
a most important one, and very in- 
tricate in its details. It opens up a sub- 
ject that the average person is not 
familiar with, and one that requires 
study to understand. Bui after ali i 
resolves itself into what constitutes a 
fair agreement between the insurer and 
insured, and what is necessary to pro- 
tect the interests of the contracting 
parties. When this has been solved, 
your work will have been finished. 
There will be many important meas- 
ures pending before you during this 


session, which | have not erred to 


and which will require your close at- 
tention. The most important will be 
in providing money to carry on the 
business of the State during the next 
two years. 

Our expenses appear to be increas- 
ing out-of proportion to our increase of 
population and wealth. We have many 
commissions to support, some of which 
seems to me to be needless. There is 
also a steady increase in the expenses 
of our various State institutions 
caused by the growing number of in- 
mates and the construction of quar- 
ters to receive them. There is no deny- 
ing the fact that California is one of 
the most expensive States tn the Union 
to care for, and while our attention for 
years has been called to the fact, we 
still continue along in the old way. Our 
burdens have been placed upon us and 
we are bearing them, and in all prob- 
ability will continue to do so. But 
those burdens shoud be made no 
greater. Every effort should be made 
to prevent any -unnecesshry expendi- 
tures of money being made. When 
matters come before you asking for an 
appropriation, meet it with the ques- 
tion, Is it necessary? and make the 
parties advocating the measure show 


We all feel a pride in our State insti- 
tutions and want to see them properly 
managed and. cared for, and our peo- 
ple are willing to provide the neces- 
sary money to do this, but we don't 
want any extravagances. Some repairs 
to our public buildings will have to be 
made and some new ones constructed 
to replace those destroyed by. the 
earthquake,« but before money is ap- 
propriated for either, the character 
and extent of the repairs should be 
carefully considered, and the class and 
expense of new bulldings thoroughly 
investigated, particularly the buildings 
to be constructed at the Agnews Asy- 
lum. The care of the insane is a big 
problem in our State. The percentage 
is greater here than in most any other 
State, while the numbers in our asy- 
lums are steadily increasing. The ex- 
pense of maintaining them is great 
already, and every effort should be 
made to curtail it where possible, 
without doing any injury to or hinder- 
ing the great work we are doing. This 
much the people of this State have the 
right to expect of us, and here our 
duty ends. 

It is for the best interests of all that 
the legislative and executive depart- 
ments should work tn harmony. I sin- 
cerely trust that we may have the con- 
fidence of each other, and that upon 
all questions affecting the public wel- 
fare we may freely consult and éx- 
change our views. A public office is a 
public trust, and a public trust is the 
highest trust known. Those vested with 
governmental power can by their acts 
destroy their State. or they can make 
it a strong, powerful and influential 
nation. A  State’s administration is 
what its public officials make it.. If it 
is an honest and a just one, it will 
have the support of all the people. If 
it is not, it will meet with their con- 
demnation. The people expect of us 
an economic administration, that only 
just laws shall be passed, and that the 
hneeds of the State shall be judiciously 
proyided for. 

Ours is a large State and a grand 
one. It is an empire within itself, It 
rests here upon the Pacific Ocean in 
regal splendor—a queen among. the 
States of the nation. Today it ts in- 
viting the best of our country to settle 
here and abide with us. It welcomes 
capital to invest in our mines, In our 
forests, in ‘our valleys and in our 
cities. It looks forward to a_ future 
full of hope and: blest with all that 
makes a people great, contented and 
prosperous. We must be known as a 
progressive State, one where law and 
order is preserved, where capital is 
protected and where labor of the hith- 
est and best type is free to follow its 
own calling; a State dedicated to edu- 
cation, and all that is noblest. in life. 

Such a State is ours, an such a 
State, with all its great responsibili- 
ties, with all that is dear to the 
hearts of its subjects, with its present 
and its future hopes, has been placed 
in our hands as a sacred trust, to 
guard and to protect, and God giving 
us strength and wisdom we will do so.

have visited our city; but 
yet been able to explain why stich an 
institution has not been built. 

Los Angeles is the natural point for 
a gigantic smelting and general ore- 
reduction plant, and draw ore 
supplies from many sections of the 
West and Southwest. The s from 
Mexico would undoubtedly shipped 
here if there was an adequate "plant 
for handling them. The oré of: many 
mines of the republic could be shipped 
here by water from as far south as 
the isthmus at a much lower rate than 
is now paid for shipping it to other 
points. Ships load ore as ballast aand 
haul tens of thousands of tons to 
Wales for treatment each year. - 

Shipments are made almost daily 
from Tonopah, Goldfield and other 
points in Nevada to the smelters at 
San Francisco. Every pound of that 
ore should come to Los Anegeles., Ari- 
zona ships ore as far as Denver from 
the northern sections of the Territory 
and to El Paso from the southern 
counties. Those supplies should all be 
brought to Los Angeles and, no doubt, 
would be if there was an adequate 
smelting plant here. 

A reduction plant, built upon. the 
proper scale, and operated to the ad- 
vantage of the miners, would result in 
the immediate comhmencement of op- 
erations at various mines which are 
now idle for want of cheap fre'ght and 
reasonable reduction charges. Every 
mine in California that is put upon a 
paying basis would add to the re- 
sources of the State very materially. 
A working mine adds to the taxable 
property in the State tn which It is lo- 
cated more than is generally realized. 
It is necessary to employ many men In 
and about a mine and where there is a 
large force, there also will be found 
taxable property. Houses will be 
erected and stores operated. Rae 

MANY PROSPECTS fDLE. 

There are many exceptionally good 
prospects lyfng idle today in Kos, An- 
geles and surrounding counties that 
would be worked if there was a smelt- 
ing plant in this city. If a miner can 
ship ore and receive his money for it 
promptly, he is able to purchase more 
supplies and to develop his property 
faster. Miners would purchase supplies 
in this city if they shipped ore here. 
In the aggregate this trade would 
amount to thousands upon thousands 
of dollars per month. 

Regently the Arizona Smeltihg Com- 
pany built and equipped a modern re- 
duction plant in the little city of Hum- 
boldt, twenty miles southeast of Pres- 
eott, in YVavapal ,county, Ariz. The 
plant has been in operation for about 
a year and already plans are com- 
pleted for doubling its capacity. At 
present about eight hundred tons of 
ore can be handled per day. 

As a result of the building of the 
plant there is more activity of a legit- 
imate nature in Arizona today than 
there ever was before in the history of 
the Territory. Vast undertakings have 
been successfully completed by which 
mine owners have put their properties 
on a paying basis. Trainload after 
trainload of ore is sidetracked at 
Hurnboldt which was taken from prop- 
erties that were not being worked 
prior to the erection of the smelting 
corporation's plant. 

From the old Bluebell mine, a cap- 
per property that had been Idle for 
some time, a steady stream of ore is 
now being poured into the maws of 
the smelter. An aerial tramway has 
been built from the Bradshaw Moun- 
tain Railroad to the mine, a distance 
of over two miles, and thus the ore is 
easily shipped to the smelter. Some 
250 tons of ore per day is handled at 
this one mine. Without the smelting 
plant the property would be idle today, 
for the transportation charges to out- 
side reduction plants were so great 
that they were prohibitory. 

Other mines in Yavapal county that 
would otherwise be idle “are working 
upon a large scale. '

APPENDICITIS -STATISTICS. 


While a Large Percentage Died 
from Operations Those Treated 
Medically Recovered. 


A statistical study of cases of appen- 
dicitis has been made by Dr. Chauvel, 
the medical inspector of the French 
army. By far the most valuable infor- 
mation brought out by this investiga- 
'tion is the result of medical] treatment 
,for the disease. Although there is a 
| theory that there ts no such thing as 
'medical treatment for appendicitis, it 
is claimed that . medical 
cures 99 out of every 100,

In 1902 668 patients suffering from ap- 
pendicitis were received in the military 
hospitals of France. Out of this num- 
ber 188 were treated according to the 
surgical rite and 480 received purely 
medical treatment. Of the number 
operated upon twenty-three died, 
while out of the 480 not operated upon 
there were but three deaths. : 

Dr. Chauvel also made investigations 
to find out the cause of appendicitis. 
| He compared the figures furnished by 
the French army in the metropolis and 
those of the army in Algiers. In 1891 
the Nineteenth Corps in Algiers had 
twice less. The next year these figures 
were larger, but the difference was ex- 
actly. the same. 

Pushing his inquiries still further, Dr. 
Chauvel found that the French army 
Algeria included oth Europeans, 
' French and natives. In five years, out 
/of 14,000 meg, there were among the 
| French and Europeans 137 cases of ap- 
pendicitis, while in the same space of 

time out of 1/,000 natives there were but 
| thirteen cases. This shows that. the 
| disease is two times more frequent 
‘among the French of France than the 
French in Algeria and is ten times less 
‘frequent among the natives. The dif- 
ference is too great tv be accidental. Dr. 
Chauvel thinks the reason is in the 
alimentation. 

TheeArabs are a sober people who 
eat little and are vegetarians. When 
' they eat meat, it Is cooked to shreds. So 
it happens that among the Arabs lead- 
ing their ordinary life the disease is 
almost unknown. It is seen more fre- 
quently among the auxiliaries. It is 
because the regimen of the Arab is more 
like that of the French trooper... But 
this does not explain why the Euro- 
pean transplanted to the soll of Africa, 
where his regimen hardly differs from 
that of the metropolis. should likewise 
be immune from the dise.se.

He was one of those that attended the 
meeting of indignant gas consumers, 
and he was regarded by some of those 
present as an agent of the Los Angeles 
company. “My hand was forced,” said 
Mr. Crandall yesterday, “and I was 
compelled to divulge my plans. I spent 
August and part of September in the 
Bast, and [ have $600,000 capital wait- 
ing to be put into another gas plant 
for Los Angeles if the conditions are 
favorable. Now if under the pressure 
of the present gas famine, ordinances 
are forced past the council concerning 
the flow at gas tips no matter how far 
distant from the mains, and other 
stringent measures, no outside capital 
will come in to establish a competing 
plant. That's the reason I am opposed 
to any such measures. And I will op- 
pose them before the council if they 
are pressed that far. 

“When the affairs of the Lowe con- 
cerns are settled, and the status of 
the various claimants are determined 
by the courts, as receiver I shall sell 
the plant for the benefit of the bond- 
holders. The highest bidder will get 
the plant, but I hope to see it bid in 
as a nucleus for an independent con- 
cern, backing to the extent of $600,000 
being already promised.”

EIGHT BY TROLLEY. 

An indication that the new city 
administration is to be guided by 
business judgment in the conduct of 
public affairs is the disposition of 
Mayor Councilmen to look favor- 
ably on the proposition that the car- 
rying of freight by trolley lines be 
legalized and regulated. The last 
Council was afraid to deal with the 
matter frankly and rationally, .al- 
though Mayor McAleer tried to force 
it to an issue by having complaints 
filed against the freight-carrying 
lines. The legal questions were not 
determined, and the traffic was not 
regulated. 

The moving of freight by trolley 
.ars during the night would do much 


traffic through the day instead of 
causing blockades, as some persons 
thoughtlessly argue in opposition to 
the plan. The more freight moved 
between 1 and 5 a.m., the fewer heavy 
wagons would be required during the 
day. 

The trolley roads will make money 
out of the traffic, and it is only just 
to the city that they should pay sub- 
stantially for the privilege. There {fs 
no reason to suppose that they are 
unwilling to pay, but they can be 
compelled to pay in any event. The 
only possible objection that can be 
raised with any plausibility is that 
the noise of passing cars might be 
annoying to residence districts, but 
that objection could be urged against 
the operation of all night passenger 
cars in any city, and the time is com- 
ing when Los Angeles will demand all 
night cars and insist on having them, 
regardless of noise. 

The business of Los Angeles de- 
mands the operation of freight trol- 
leys during hours when other traffic is 
suspended, and the new administra- 
tion’ will be supported by the business 
community and by all citizens of good 
judgment if it legalizes and derives 
income from the carrying of freight 
over street railroads under reasonable 
ji cstrictions and regulations.

Distinguished men of many na- 
tions are earnestly working for the 
abolition of war and for a reign of 
universal peace among civilized peo- 
ples. The institution of The Hague 
tribunal has already accomplisued 
something in this direction and the 
development of its policy will as- 
suredly do more; but it is obvious to 
The Times that the chief promoters of 
this peace propaganda should go one 
step further than they have contem- 
plated in ler to bring about the re- 
sults they so much desire.

a compact between all the great pow- 
ers of the earth, and to be of avail 
this compact must be more insistent 
than any which has been yet pro. 
posed.

jall the world not merely to cieconnap index of the mining industry. 


but to actually prevent war—in a 
word to covenant that no two nations 
shall engage in warfare without the 


powers, it being the pledge of each of 
these nations to the others that it 
shall not go to war unless they al! 
arree that it should and may do so. 
Such an agreement would make a war 
practically impossible. One can bardly 
conceive of circumstances under which 
the great powers would unanimously 
declare any two of them fully justified 
in going to war in the face of an oppor- 
tunity to submit their differences to 
an international court of arbitration. 
Such a compact as is here suggested 
should contain the further provisions 
that the joint contracting powers 
should bring all their combined might 
to bear upon any nation or nations 
which might evince a disposition to 
ignore their joint decree, even to the 
extent of invading or bombarding if a 
resort to force were necessary—that 
is to insist on peace if they all should 
have to fight for it. 

It would be within the province of 
the signatories” to the compact to 
weigh all the claims and counter- 
claims between disputing nations and 
to arbitrate through The Hague tri- 
bunal any differences which might 
arise to give promise of.war if not 
settled by this court. Indemnities, of 
course, could be fixed and apologies de- 
manded; or in case of a “draw” the 
two quarrelsome nations could be‘told 
to recede and keep the peace, the 
both of them. But the binding fea- 
ture of the proposed compact would 
be the clause agreeing that war could 
not possibly be started unless all the 
great signatories by unanimous voice 
should declare war the only recourse. 
Who can imagine the civilized peoples 
of the whole globe, at this day of the 
world’s progress, coming to such an 
irreversible conclusion? And what 
ation of them all would have the 
hardihood to stand out against the 
decree of all the other powers that it 
should not and must not fight? | 

Such a compact would not propose 
complete disarmament at present but 
would invite it in the course of time. 
A display of force might be necessary 
in order to coerce some offending na- 
tion. The very fact that the great 
powers united would have such a tre- 
mendous armed might for coercive ef- 
fect would of itself be almost enough 
to prevent war. What one power 
would dare affront all the armies an 
navies of the globe? 
* The Times fails to see wherein a 
‘compact as above outlined is not 
practical and feasible. What nation 
could give good reason for refusing to 
enter into it? What nation could af- 
ford to stay out? Would there not 
be every influence inducing the con- 
tracting powers to keep good their 
faith? What inducement could be 
strong enough to lead them to dis- 
honor themselves before the world? 
The compact would have as its back- 
bone the consensus of the world’s 
wisdom, with tbe world’s maliied fist 
to back it up.

It is a great business 
and should be conducted on business 
principles. Vast fortunes have been, 
made in judicious investments in 
mining properties, as in real estate 
or in merchandising ventures. There 
may be a larger element of uncertainty 
in this industry than about most 
others, but in spite of the difficulties 
of a just estim on the value of a 
mine, expert knowledge and care go 
a great way toward guiding an in- 


vestor a-right. Mining property is 
generally sold, like other property, 
upon the actual showing of its ap- 
parent value. An undeveloped piece 
of mining property is usually offered 
at a moderate sum. The risk is for 
the most part encountered in develop- 
ing the mine. One may be led on inch 
by inch by a promise of greater wealth 
at greater depths, which in the end 
proves fallacious. But this uncertainty 
more or leas exists in every kind of 
business venture. 

Where the public has been fooled 
80 much [s not in actual mining prop- 
erty but in pieces of paper supposed 
to represent property. Of course this 
ie not any more common in the min- 
ing market than in railroad securities 
or any other industrials. The same 
‘results follow the deceiving of the 
‘public by holding out false hopes of 
dividends in railroad stocks, sugar 
stocks or others. The general pub- 
lic all over the United States has lost 
so much money in stock deals of all 
kinds that for several past years it 
has kept aloof from the market, Just 
as thirty years ago it ceased to be pos- 
sible to draw the California public 
into a big deal in mining stocks. 

Just at present there is a great de- 
velopment going on in actual mining 
properties. Riches almost fabulous 
in thelr amount have been — uncov- 
ered during recent years in the terri- 
tory adjacent to San Francisco and 
Los Angeles. These ledges of mineral 
wevlth include, besides the precious 
metals, copper.and other metals. The 
movement in the San Francisco stock 
exchange looks exceedingly like taking 
advantage of this development in ac- 
tual mineral wealth to spring a great 
mining stock gamble upon the public. 
The time is ripe for such a gamble, for 
the reason that the people are. pros- 
perous and money is plentiful. In the 
old days these mining stock swindles 
were deliberately promoted just after 
the California farmer had harvested 
and sold his wheat crop. The pro-

IN DEEP SNOW. 


UPLAND GO 
INTO MOUNTAINS. 
Will Try to Find Party of Three 
Miners Who Started on Christmas 
for a Trip to Old Baldy—Missing 


t| Men Took Provisions for Only Two 


Weeks, or Less. 


UPLAND, Jan. $.—News of a lost 
party and of the searchers who have 
gone after the lost ones in the moun- 
tains is anxiously awaited here. 

On Christmas day, a party of miners, 
consisting of a man named Duncan 
and two helpers, left here for a trip to 
“Old Baldy.” They took provisions 
for a stay of ten days, or possibly two 
weeks, and these same supplies were 
carried up for a part of the way, for 
them, the pack train of burros, 
from the Sierra power-house, away up 
in the cafion. 

As no word has been received from 
them, and as their stock of provisions 
was not sufficient to last this long, 
grave. apprehension is felt for their 
safety. Today, from this place, a 
searching party has started, by team, 
going thus as far as the upper power- 
aouse, where they will be joined by 
some of the men employed at that 
point, when all will push further up, 
and endeavor to ascertain the condi- 
tion of the lost men, and to: extend 
them aid to return to safety, if it is 
needed 


The party that ‘left here is composed 
of. Earl Hatton. Elmer Cheney, 
“Smoke’’ Dougherty, and George Gay- 
lord. Those who will go with them, 
from the power-house, are F. H. Man- 
ker, who will be in charge of the 
party, and ohe of his helpers, Paul 
Greenleaf. 

Despite the hazardous nature of the 
undertaking. especially at this time, 


something frightful, there was no 
shrinking from duty, when the call 
was made for volunteers. In fact, 
there was need of only four men, and 
about thirty volunteered to go. They 
went well provisioned, and with td 
kets, rope, etc.,.to ald in what will 
probably prove a very strenuous un- 
dertaking. 

Already at “Hogsback” the snow is 
reported six feet in depth, and the 
miners are known to be away beyond 
that point. The miners are supposed 
to be at a mine somewhere this side of 
the summit of “Baldy.” Any one who 
has made this trip, even in good 
weather, will not be slow to realize 
the strenuous nature of the task set 
for these rescuers. 


KIMBELL RETAINS LEAD. 


Three Votes Ahead in Contest for Su- 
pervisor Which Is Now Going on 
at Riverside. 


RIVERSIDE, Jan. 9.—Supervisor 
Kimbell still retains a lead of three 
votes in the election centest which is 
in progress before Judge Bledsoe in 
the Superior Court. The plaintiff _ in 
the case is S; S. Hotchkiss, who was 
the opposing candidate. 

The judicial recount of the votes was 
finished last evening and showed that 
only one errer had been made in the 
original count.
